Assault Incidents 
Keep Police Busy 
On Night of Sept. 19 

Assaults and domestic problems 
kept the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment moving at a hectic pace on 
September 19. A major incident 
occurred at 9:30 p.m. at the 39 court 
of Ridge when it was reported that 
a daughter and father were argu¬ 
ing. Police escorted the daughter 
safely from the scene. 

About 1:23 a.m. police returned 
to the house after a complaint <vas 
lodged by a neighbor concerning 
a loud stereo set. The man became 
disorderly and barricaded himself 
Jnside the home (he was alone). 
Faced with the possibility that the 
man was armed, police officers ev¬ 
acuated other homes in the row. 
Additionally, the Prince Georges 
SWAT team was called in as well 
as a State police unit and remain¬ 
ed on the scene with Greenbelt of¬ 
ficers until 3:45 a.m. During this 
period there was no disturbance 
within the home. The man had 
talked to the police dispatcher, his 
wife, a friend, and Lt. Krob. 

After the SWAT team left, those 
evacuated returned to their homes 
and a police car and officer remain¬ 
ed. Shortly after 7 a.m,, the man 
went outdoors, and again became 
disorderly, smashing the windshield 
of his car. Officers moved in and 
took him to the hospital for obser¬ 
vation. 

Another incident during the day 
involved a bicyclist who tried to 
run down another bicyclist, then 
assaulted a police office. There was 
also a domestic flare-up when a 
man and woman came into the 
station, the man assaulted his wife 
and then assaulted a police officer. 
He was subsequently charged with 
assault. 


Survey on Bikeway 

Residents of the Greenbelt area 
are currently being surveyed for 
their opinions concerning the bike¬ 
way on Greenbelt Road. Approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the Greenbelt 
residents will receive questionnaires 
being distributed door-to-door by 
University of Maryland students. 
The survey is conducted by the 
Transportation Studies Center and 
the Department of Civil Engineer 
ing of the University as part of a 
Maryland Department of Transpor¬ 
tation funded project. 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation has designated five 
of its bikeways as “demonstration” 
bikeways. These bikeways are be¬ 
ing studied to determine their lev¬ 
els - of usage, reasons for use and 
nonuse, and the adequacy of their 
designs. The five bikeways are lo¬ 
cated in Greenbelt, Bowie, Ocean 
City, Montgomery County, and Bal 
timore County. 

Besides asking questions to de¬ 
termine the opinions of the com¬ 
munity concerning the bikeway, in¬ 
formation will also be collected 
concerning family cycling habits, 
commuting habits, and socio-econ¬ 
omic status. This information will 
be useful in analyzing the usage of 
the bikeway. 

Through this study the stale 
bikeway planners hope to better 
understand the needs of the bicyc¬ 
list. The study will provide infor¬ 
mation for planning, designing, and 
evaluating future bikeway systems 
in the State of Maryland.

INCUMBENTS RE-ELECTED TO COUNCIL 


GHI Rehabilitation Plans

GHI Assistant Manager 
The GHI Long Range Planning 
Committee (LRPC) met on Septem 
ber 7 in joint session with the 
Aesthetics and Environment and 
Parking Committees. A planning 
status report from Mark Beck As¬ 
sociates, planning consultants to 
GHI, was the meeting’s principal 
subject. 

Consultants discussed the follow 
ing topics: 

(1) Questionnaire Status - to date, 
793 questionnaires, sent to GHI 
members in July, have been return ¬ 
ed. Analysis of the questionnaires 
should be completed by October, 
with consultants and GHI Commit¬ 
tees using the data for furthering 
rehabilitation plans. 

(2) Preliminary Rehabilitation 
Recommendations - Electrical hea- 
vy-np and rewiring appear neces¬ 
sary. Asbestos shingles on frame 
homes are nearing the end of their 
useful life and may have to be re¬ 
placed with the same or other sid¬ 
ing materials. Wall, window and 
door insulation for homes appears 
to be a cost effective measure, re¬ 
ducing fuel costs to such a level as 
to more than repay costs of instal - 
ling these items. 

(3) Preventative Maintenance 
Strategies - An analysis is being 
performed on how GHI may expand 
its preventive maintenance program 
to reduce emergency situations and 
reduce over-all maintenance costs. 

4) Aesthetic Considerations - Al¬ 
ternative exterior designs were pre¬ 
sented for consideration. These de¬ 
signs are intended to improve the 
appearance of homes, as well as 
provide functional purposes such as 
increased living space, increased 
storage space and reduced mainten 
ance costs. Design alternatives will 
probably be incorporated into a De 
sign Book for GHI member use. 

(5) Other Facilities Consultants 
are evaluating costs and benefits of 
providing central storage, hobby 
and work space for GHI members. 
Analysis of questionnaires will aid 
in determining membership desires 
for additional facilites. Improve¬ 
ments to common areas, e.g. provid 
ing better recreational equipment, 
and walkways are also being con ¬ 
sidered. Improved street lighting 
plans were presented in a prelimin¬ 
ary stage. 

(6) Parking Analysis Consul 
tants have preliminary plans for 
increasing the number of parking 
spaces for GHI members. Consider 
ation of trade-offs, e.g. open spaces 
and trees versus additional parking 
spaces, must be undertaken by 
Committees before consultants fin 
alize recommendations. 

(7) Future Planning Process - 
Discussion on how to continue GHI 
planning after the consultant re¬ 
port is delivered resulted in a con¬ 
sensus that the LRPC should con¬ 
tinue to function and update the 
long range plan annually. Other 
ideas, such as court representatives, 
were presented but no further 
recommendations were finalized. 

The meeting concluded with a 
status report from management on 
GHI’s government grants. GHI has 
received $20,000 from the National 
Endowment for the Arts to help fi¬ 
nance the rehabilitation master 
plan study. Prince Georges County 
has indicated that GHI will receive 
$150,000 from its Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant. $50,000 cf 
the $150,000 grant will be used for 
planning purposes and $100,000 to 
defray the cost of borrowing funds 
for rehabilitation. The County is 
currently writing the contract for 
GHI to sign to receive the grant. 

The next LRPC meeting is sched ¬ 
uled for October 5.

R. PILSKI GETS HIGH VOTE 
VOTER TURNOUT ALSO HIGH 

by Elaine Skolnik 

The big surprise of the City Council election on September 20 
was the big voter turnout in an election that created few fireworks. 
All incumbents were reelected with challenger Robert Phillips 
receiving a respectable vote. Councilman Richard Pilski was the 
top vote getter. His 1,170 votes was some 53 votes ahead of his 
nearest rival Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. The fire station referendum 
passed by a whopping 78%. 


Finishing in third place was 
Thomas White, 71 votes behind 
Weidenfeld. Richard Castaldi and 
Charles Schwan took fourth and 
fifth spots respectively on the five 
member council. (See accompany¬ 
ing box for results.) 

All five top vote-getters pulled 
over 40% of the vote thus elimina¬ 
ting a runoff. In fact all candi¬ 
dates, including Phillips, received 
over 50% of the votes. 

The 1,558 votes cast represented 
59% of the 2,661 Greenbelters reg¬ 
istered to vote last Tuesday. In 
1975 48% of the electorate turned 
out, in 1973 54% and in 1971 54%. 
However in 1969 75% of the 2,991 
registered voters turned out. 

The new council which will serve 
for two years will hold an organi¬ 
zational meeting on Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 26 at 7:30 p.m. The mayor 
will be elected by council at this 


on this point, past councils have 
generally chosen the top vote ga¬ 
therer.

Some interesting facts coming 
out of the election included: 

-— Pilski was top vote-getter in ev¬ 
ery precinct except Springhill Lake 
where he was eight votes behind 
Weidenfeld. 

— White polled the same number of 
votes - 481 - at both the North End 
and Center School precincts. 
—Castaldi and Schwan pulled the 
same number of votes - 427 - at 
North End and Schwan was one 
vote ahead of Castaldi at Springhill 
Lake. 

— Persons voting in Center School 
precinct cast ballots for an aver¬ 
age of 4.0 candidates out of a pos¬ 
sible five; at North End, 3.95 votes 
and at Springhill Lake, 3.74.

GHI Financial Report

Increases in several Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. expenditure items pro¬ 
duced overspending of $84,700 over 
what was forecast for the first six 
months of 1977. At their Sept. 8 
board meeting, general manager 
Roy Rreashears told the directors 
that major increases occurred in 
insurance premiums, brick heating 
costs, and frame and new home 
repairs and maintenance. 

The budget item furthest off- 
target at mid year is the brick 
homes heating cost: $34,600 over 
the budget. Fuel cost accounted for 
$19,000 of that amount, largely due 
to the severe cold in January and 
February. Also staff engineer Dean 
Mulder has completed in six months 
much of the work scheduled for 
the entire year thus the year 
end figure should be more in line 
with the budget. 

By contrast, frame home heating 
costs, usually underbudgeted, are 
within .8 percent Of the forecast, 
or $3,600 over the budget. Comp 
troller Don McGinn made special 
note that this was the first time 
he could remember this item being 
right on target. 

The shocker is the increased pre¬ 
miums for fire and public liability 
insurance: $24,500 over the amount 
budgeted, a rise of 310 percent! To 
make matters worse, the policy's 
deductible rose from $250 to $1000. 
Breashears noted that because 
“most of our losses are less than 
$1000 and are no longer covered” 
the uninsured costs item in the 
budget is up $3,400 over budget. 

Structural repairs and mainten¬ 
ance costs for the frame homes 
were up $9,900 over the budget. 
Most of this amount derives from 
contract work, e.g., insulation of 
34 Court Ridge and electrical heavy- 
up. Again, much of the full year’s 
budgeted work has been accomp¬ 
lished during the first six month. 
Unanticipated expenses — re-roof 
ing the four free-standing homes 
— pushed up the maintenance costs 
for the new homes by some $7,300 
above the forecast. 

McGinn, who prepared the finan 
cial report, called attention to the 
increasingly favorable position of 
“working capital.” The 3 percent 
fee charged whenever a home is 
sold added $50,000 to working cap¬ 
ital during 1976 -77 and $59,000 dur¬ 
ing 1975-76. 

On the comparative balance 
sheet, the “mortgage payable” fig¬ 
ure of $396,430 is, for the first time, 
lower than the new homes mortg 
age of $427,287. Breashears pointed 
out that on the next balance sheet 
six months from now that mortgage 
payable figure will be zero. 

On the income side, revenue re 
ceived was $2,500 above the fore ¬ 
cast as the result of $6,700 in in¬ 
creased income from services sold 
to members and to GDC (Green 
belt Development Corporation, the 
wholly owned subsidiary which 
manages the Parkway apartments). 
Also contributing to the positive 
side, monthly charges brought ill 
$2,900 more than expected. On the 
negative side was $7,000 of “other 
income.” A rise in sales depart 
ment fees was offset by less inter 
est earned on invested funds. 

Total income for the first six 
months of 1977 amounted to $1,734,- 
000 and total disbursements of $1,- 
840,000 producing a deficit of $107,- 
000. Such deficits for the first six 
months are the usual case because 
of the seasonal nature of GHI 
expenditures. The comparable def¬ 
icit in 1976 was $71,300 and in 1975,

No, 173 GHI households on Re¬ 
search, Hillside and Ridge Roads 
served by boiler plant #24 did not 
get notices when the hot water was 
cut off on September 6, because 
GHI did not get a notice either. 

At approximately 1 p.m., Tuesday, 
September 6, a Washington Subur¬ 
ban Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
work crew arrived at the #24 boiler 
plant on Research Road, and sur¬ 
prise, surprise, told the GHI heat¬ 
ing men that they were going to 
turn off the water to the plant so 
that they could replace the water 
meter. The water was to remain 
off for the duration of the repair. 
There was no chance to get out ad¬ 
vance notices to the members this 
time; all GHI could do was turn off 
the water heaters to prevent dam 
age. The WSSC crew promptly cut 
off the water and went to work to 
remove the old meter. 

By 3:30 p.m., the old meter had 
been removed but the new meter 
was not yet installed, and it was 
quitting time for WSSC. The WS¬ 
SC foreman elected to stop work 
for the day and restore water to 
the boiler room by opening a by¬ 
pass valve around the meter. WSSC 
then notified GHI that water had 
been restored to boiler plant #24 
and the work crew went merrily 
on its way home—the WSSC work 
crew, that is. The GHI work crew 
went to work to retire the boilers 
but. surprise again, the water had 
not been restored. The WSSC men 
had unintentionally installed a 
faulty by-pass valve and it didn't 
work. 

Promises, Promises 

Mr. Early, GHI heating foreman, 
telephoned WSSC about 4 p.m. and, 
finally, after talking with two or 
three different people, he was pro¬ 
mised that a WSSC crew would be 
out within an hour, “but,” said 
WSSC, “a GHI man will have to be 
there to help us.” 

A GHI man was there, indeed he 
was. He stayed, and stayed, and 
stayed, but, more surprises, no 
WSSC crew came in spite of ad¬ 
ditional calls and more promises. 
Finally, at 11 p.m., the GHI man 
was sent home. 

At approximately 8 o’clock the 
next morning, the whole sequence 
of events was discussed with Mr. 
Lee. Director of Maintenance at 
WSSC. A work crew returned to 
the meter site, installed the new 
meter, and water to the boiler plant 
was restored at approximately 2 
p.m., Wednesday, September 7. By 
this time, water in the entire system 
was cold, so it took about four 
hours to bring the water tempera¬ 
ture up to 150 degrees, the operating 
temperature for GHI hot water 
heaters. 

GHI was grateful for one thing— 
it didn’t happen in the middle of 
the winter when 174 households 
would have been without heat, too.

ColdWater Pipes,Mortgages 
Discussed by GUI Director

Only necessary “housekeeping” items were on the agenda of 
the Sept. 8 regular GHI board meeting. These were roughly di¬ 
vided into financial, maintenance, and member matters. In the 
first category, the staff’s comparison of expenditures for the first 
half year of 1977, with previous six-month costs, was briefly dis¬ 
cussed (and is reported on elsewhere in this issue). 

A proposal to allow some mem- 
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bers to pay olf remaining amounts 
on their mortgage, with the cor¬ 
poration, was also brought up. In 
the maintenance category, probably 
the most important item from the 
point of view of finances was the 
staff’s finding that some of the cold 
water piping serving frame homes 
is in sad shape. Among the mem¬ 
ber matters were some that were 
decided to be the responsibility of 
members themselves, and some that 
the board acknowledged responsi¬ 
bility for. 

The corporation’s 24-year mort¬ 
gage held by the Government Na¬ 
tional Mortgage Association since 
1954 will be paid off at the end of 
this year. However, the corporation 
entered into individual mortgage 
arrangements (at the some low 4% 
interest rate) after 1954 with mem- 
bere-owners of 308 units, so that 
the mortgages of these particular 
units will still be outstanding for 
varying lengths of time; of these 
129 are brick units and 179 are 
frame, with a total outstanding 
mortgage amount remaining of 
$136,025. The manager suggested 
that members in these homes be 
notified that on or after December 
31, 1977 they have the privilege of 
paying off their mortgage at any 
time, and that payments so made 
be placed in the land reserve fund. 
This recommendation was adopted 
on a motion by director James 
Foster. 

Member Problems 

Most of the member matters 
were raised by board members in¬ 
dividually, not having originally 
been included on the agenda. Direc¬ 
tor Mary Clarke expressed concern 
about lack of screening she has 
observed around free-standing 
(Type 3) sheds, and director Don 
Volk speaking for the Aesthetics 
committee agreed that enforcement 
has been lacking. Chairman Jim 
Smith suggested that management 
should take a close look at the 
situation and buing back some 
recommendations. Director Norman 
Weyel also objected to what he con¬ 
sidered to be excessive size of an 
antenna on the roof of a member’s 
home. On the other hand, director 
Margaret Hogensen relayed the 
complaint of a member that the 
present painting contractor’s crew 
is doing a sloppy job - harming 
freshly painted surfaces with debris 
from upper areas being prepared 
for painting This was acknowl¬ 
edged by manager Roy Breashears 
to be a problem that he has already 
had other complaints about. 

Breashears was able to report, 
however, that most of the major 
maintenance work contracted for 
in 1977 has been completed, includ¬ 
ing such things as radiator con¬ 
versions in the boiler plants. Direc¬ 
tor Virginia Moryadas took the 
opportunity to offer a motion com¬ 
plimenting those staff members re¬ 
sponsible for carrying out all 
phases of the extensive heating 
conversion. 

Pipes 

Booking ahead to a likely future 
problem in the maintenance area, 
the solution of which may be ex¬ 
pensive, Breashears displayed a 
section of original two-inch diam¬ 
eter galvanized cold water pipe just 
taken out of the ground which was 
badly corroded inside and out. Such 
pipe presently in the ground under 
some frame homes will inevitably 
have to be replaced with rustproof 
copper pipe. 

Among other items that came up 
during the meeting, director Wayne 
Williams presented a Labor Day 
Festival award for GHI’s prize- 
winning float to the board, which 
was formally accepted by directors 
Volk and Weyel. Also, the mana¬ 
ger brought up the coming NAHC 
(National Association ,of Housing 
Cooperatives) meeting in early 
November, which several board and 
staff members will be attending to 
gain information and present some 
of GHI’s ideas.
